Cuts Off Relief 

“Yes, 500 were on our relief lists 
this winter,” the smug cop continued. 
“But we have cut it down to only 
100 and will probably cut off even 
that much very shortly. We can’t 
afford to continue this relief.” 

» Can't afford? What about those 
empty beds? What about the food 
in the store rooms? What about the 
remaining $80,000 of the $100,000 fund 
raised by the Joint Emergency Com- 
‘mittee of the Seaman’s Welfare 
Agencies? 

' As the Marine Workers Industrial 
Union stated in its leaflet headed 
“GUILTY,” the Seamen’s Church In- 
stitute is guilty of raising funds for 
relief in our name and then with- 
holding that relief. Food is there in 
the Institute, but they will only sell 
it, not give it. Beds are vacant. They 
are not occupied because the Institute 
expects to make a profit out of its 
hotel and restaurant. 

Over $230,000 was taken in by the 
hotel and laundry, according to the 
financial report, and over $110,000 
by the restaurant. The Institute ad- 
mits that it makes profits out of 
certain departments when it states 
that it does not expect to make prof- 
it out of the serving of the 10 cent 
meals. 

After the Marine Workers Indus- 
trial Union held its trial of the Sea- 
men’s Church Institute, the Insti- 
tute suddenly served ice-cream with 
the next 10-cent meal! It is on the 
defensive now and is trying to quiet 
the anger of the jobless seamen, ly- 
ing on uncomfortable park benches 
and thinking of the 600 more un- 
used beds up at the “Prostitute.”

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Vets- Don't Be Fooled

GAIN the Hoover government has backed water in view of the steely 
determination of the bonus marchers. The order of July 21 to the 
veterans to evacuate by August 4 was rescinded the next day. The threats 
to use capitalism’s time-honored argument—military force—melts away in 
the face of the rank and file decision to “stand their ground.” The Wall 
Street government has had to think twice and turn somersault on its 
decision to evict the veterans. Military force would arouse the vets through- 
out the country. And then again—who is to do the evicting? Are the 
military “reliable”? Persistent rumors in Washington say that marines 
threw their guns down at the officers’feet when called into action against 
the veterans. On July 14th the marines were marched in and marched 
out Again. Force may be dangerous, think the capitalist politicians. It 
may not work! 


The Hoover and Wall Street government fell back on the policy of 
waiting for disintegration of the veterans’ forces. Again they are relying 
on the disruptive tactics of the little general, Waters, and of the profes- 
sional circus barker, Robertson. But since the distrust of the men is 
growing against these tools of the Hunger government, the latter is push- 
ing forward their big guns, General Glassford and Smedley Butler, to take 
command of the veteran’s army. 


The: vets must know that Glasford, chief of police, who pretends 
friendship for the veterans, has been steadily working to prevent the suc- 
ces of the bonus fight. While Hoover's role has been one of direct assault 
on the bonus marchers, Glassford has tried to kill them with kindness. 


His has been the role of soft in phrase and strong in deed. When the 
veterans threatened to assert their mass power and compel the Congress 
to keep in session to pass the bonus, his police arrested Pace and other 
veterans. With the cunning of a pest master in defeating the toilers he 
then regretted that this had to be done because of orders”. But this is 
how these agents work. e 


Smedley Butler, an old hand at serving Wall Street, the butcher of 
the Haiti and Santo Domingo peoples, has also come forward 4s a friend 
of the veterans. And if the vets are distrustful of Glassford, ‘perhaps they 
will accept this general. The veterans have no friends in the generals that 
led them into the slaughter pens of the last world war. The demagogy 
of Smedley Butler, his false friendship for the rank and file should fool 
no one. He is a tried and true friend of the capitalists. 


The veterans should place trust only in a rank and ile leadership, 
democratically elected—a leadership honest and militant, capable of. fight- 
ing successfully for the bonus, by holding firm in Washington and rallying 
the vets and unemployed. to their support throughout the country. This 
leadership is to be found im the fighters of the Workers Ex-servicemen's 
League.

These 
producers try to create the impression among the millions who view such 
pictures that the virile revolutionary proletariat, the clean-living, devoted, 
self-sacrificing, heroic men, women and youths engaged in Socialist con- 
struction in the Soviet Union are as depraved as the vicious and degenerate 
ruling class in this period of capitalist decline. 


Hollywood stories about life in the Soviet Union are no more reliable 
than “news” from Riga or Warsaw—and are put forth for the same reason: 
a part of the imperialist drive toward war and intervention. 


This increased propaganda should spur every worker, every working- 
class organization, to more determined struggle against imperialist war 
and in defense of the Soviet Union.
